The m inisters of w ar and aviation 
announced Jointly that the nation­ 
al referendum had given the re­ 
public a m ajority over the mon­ 
archy. They said the votes re­ 
maining to be counted could not 
change th* decision. 
VV ir M inister Manito Broaio ap­ 
pealed to the nation to take the 
news calmly. 
The 
nations rejection of the 
monarchy ended the reign of King 
Humbert just 26 days after he 
formally mounted the throne. He 
succeeded his father. King Victor 
Emmanuel, 
who 
abdicated 
and 
went into a life of voluntary exile 
m Egypt. 
Humbert 
had been 
lieutenant 
general of the realm, carrying on 
his fa th e rs duties, 
since Victor 
Emmanuel retired in 1944 after the

ARE P L A N N E D 
BY AIR FORCES

The Army Air Force# to­ 
day announced plans for construc­ 
tion of five Jet-propelled bombers 
and tw'o new jet fighter planes 
including flying wings and other 
unconventional designs. 
The air force* disclosed sim ul­ 
taneously that “in the near fu­ 
tu re’’ a test pilot will take off in 
a new' experim ental plane desig­ 
nated the XS-1 in an attem pt to 
exceed for the first time the speed 
of sound, TSO miles an hour at ae* 
level. 
Although It waa know'n aircraft 
w'ere being designed to fly faster 
than the speed of sound, today's 
announcem ent was the first dis­ 
closure 
th at a tual flights 
soon 
will be attem pted. 
The

forces 
withheld 
the 
i name of the m anufacturer of the 
XS-1 and gave only thia dem rip- 
j tive m aterial concerning the plane. ;

Hundreds of Guests Trapped In Beds By 
Early-Morning Blaze; Thousands of 
Spectators Block Firefighters 


CHICAGO, June 5— Flames streaked through the 23-stoiy 
LaSalle hotel in Chicago's loop early today, killing at least BT 
persons in the worst hotel fire in the city’s history. 
A check of hospitals, the county morgue end sn emergency 
morgue and first Bid station set up in the city hall near th e 
ho tel acco u n ted for th e 57 bodies. 


T h e bodies w ere m oved from h o sp ita ls to b oth the e m e rg e n c y 
m orgue and the re g u la r co u n ty m o rg u e, h o w e v e r, and c o u n tin g 
the m w as d iffic u lt. 


Five h o urs a fte r the fire b ro k e out, police p a tro l w ag o n s b e ­ 


gan rem oving all bodies to th e c o u n ty m o rg u e fo r id e n ti fic a tio n . 
The bodies arrived faster than the morgue attendants could handle 
them, and the line of patrol wagons carrying the tragedy’s victim* s t 
one time was nearly a block long in the street outside the the morgue. 
At least 200 were injured or overcome by smoke. Among them were 
30 firemen. 
The fire was discovered in a ground floor cocktail lounge and w ithin 
seconds turned it into a ring of --------— ........................................— 
flam*. 
The fire spread quickly 
through 
the 
hotel 
lobby 
and 
throughout the lower five floors of 
the building, trapping hundreds of 
guests. 
Firem en were hindered by th o u -1 
■ands of spectators who rushed 
from theaters and nightclubs when 
they heard the ahriek of fire en­ 
gine sirena. The crowd jostled and 
pushed in a gay mood while vic­ 
tim s were dying inside the hotel. 
Few at first realized the serious­ 
ness of the fire, despite smoke 
pouring from windows. 
But as the flames spread and 
smoke filled the upper stories,

Foxes Since Bounty 
Payments Started 


George Patrick, 30-year-old far- 
j m er and life-long Pickaway coun­ 
ty resident who lives at Ringgold, 
claims the fox-killing champion­ 
ship of Ohio. 
He has slain 150 foxes in the 
little 
more 
than eight m onths 
which have elapsed since the state 
law providing 
bounty paym ents 
to fox 
killers 
became effective 
Oct. 25. 1945. 
Bounty payments authorized to 
f Patrick by Sheriff Charles Rad­ 
cliff totaled $450. 
Since Jan. I, 1946. the records 
disclosed. Patrick killed 120 foxes. 
The numbers slain by him from 
Oct. 25, 1945 to Jan. I, 1946, was 
21. 
Under the law fox slayers, in 
order to collect the $3 bounty, must 
report the kills to either Sheriff 
Radcliff or Fish and Game Protec­ 
to r Clarence Francis. 
Discussing his fox-slaying pro­ 
wess, Tuesday, Patrick disclosed 
th a t his pet ambition is to use his 
knowledge of wild life in tile ser­ 
vice of the State D epartm ent of 
Conservation. 
Patrick said he plans to make 
application for a job in that de­ 
partm ent and he cited his claimed 
fox-killing championship of 
the 
state ss proof of his qualifications 
for the post. 
Explaining th at he has made a 
study of wild life ever since he 
was a small boy, Patrick revealed 
th a t he has some potent 
Hess 
•bout game protection. 
For 
instance, 
he 
explained, 
during a severe w inter snow and 
ice covers the surface of the fields 
and woods and, as a consequence, 
thousands of wild game die from 
starvation. 
When the next hunting season 
arrives, he pointed out, the friend­ 
less foxes Invariably are saddled 
w ith the blame. On the largely 
false claim that foxes destroy*^ 
the game there is a hue and cry 
for extinction of foxes. In reality, 
Patrick ar* vted, the amount of 
gam e actually slain by foxes is 
pitifully small in comparison with 
the number starved to death by 
being unable to obtain food be­ 
cause of snow and ice. 
Regarding gam e preserves. P at­ 
rick declared that foxes are just j 
••foxy” enough to discover th at s 
because of the ban against hunt­ 
ing in game preserves they are 
perfectly safe 
Therefore, he aa- j 
aeried, foxes in large numbers use j 
the gam es preserves as havens of 
safe refuge and thus evade the 
fox-killers. 
Patrick suggested th at regula­ 
tions ba so amended as to over­ 
come this situation by perm itting I 
th# slaying of foxes within game 
preserves. 
Sheriff Radcliff said that W alter 
O. Richards, Route 4, Circleville, 
who raided a fox den in W ashing­ 
ton township last April 26 and 
bagged a total of 13 foxes, is the

GLASSES, when needed to cor­ 
rect trouble** of the eyes or faulty 
vision, are a boon to most of us, 
yet a bespectacled actress might 
suffer a fatal professional handi­ 
cap. The cattie thing is true of 
dancers, and even public speakers 
might find glasses inconvenient. 
Wearing glasses would be defi­ 
nitely dangerous to football play­ 
ers. boxers or chemical workers. 
Modern medicine has found the 
answer to this problem in one 
of it* 
most inteVest-provoking 
achievements — contact 
lenses. 
These lenses, which do away with 
the need for ordinary glasses, are 
fitted under the eyelids and over 
the eyes in such a way aa to be in­ 
visible. 
Worn by Thousands 
Brought out about 20 years ago, 
contact lenses are now worn. ac­ 
cording to Dr. Thomas Augustus 
Griffith of Kentucky, by about 
10,000 people in the United States. 
There is one type of eye disorder 
In which they are found particu­ 
larly effective. This is known aa 
keratoconus in which there is a 
cone shape of the front part of the 
corne a or eyeball. 
The contact le/ises may also be 
used effectively in cases of severe 
astigmatism in which the eyeball 


is misshapen. They can also ba 
worn following the removal of a 
cataract or hardened lens. 
They 
are also used when one eye re­ 
quires much greater correction 
than the other. 
Cause Unknown 
The cause of keratoconus is not 
known. It interferes greatly with 
eyesight on account of scarring 
of the cornea and the great amount 
of nearsightedness. The condition 
always affects both eyes but may 
start in one and progress to the 
other. Dr. Griffith has worn con­ 
tact lenses himself for a period 
of three years or more. 
In wearing a contact lens a 
fluid made up of salt and soda in 
water is employed. After a period 
of three or four hours the fluid 
may become cloudy, and the lens 
must be removed and fresh fluid 
put in. 
These lenses, of course, must be 
fitted by the doctor but the patient 
soon can learn to remove and se- 
insert the lens. In fact, Dr. Grif­ 
fith says that it requires only about 
ten minutes. 
The lenses cannot be worn con­ 
tinuously. 
Such 
symptoms 
as 
slight burning of the lids may de­ 
velop after a time. When this hap­ 
pens the lenses should be removed 
and the eyes given a chance to rest.

# WASHINGTON—-America’s life-lire, the Panam a canal, is about 
to be enlarged. Major changes estimated to cost about a billion 
dollars are proposed. 
Military necessity, which originally resulted in 
construction of 
this time-saving shortcut between the Pacific and Atlantic. is 
prompting the present plans to enlarge it. The locks of the canal 
are too narrow to permit the passage of many recently-built w ar­ 
ships. and three new aircna.fi carriers, the Coral 
Sea. the Midway, and the Franklin D Roosevelt, 
cannot go through. 
In addition to the increasing widths of ships, 
there is the atom bomb, which in a split second 
could wipe out an entire lock 
rendering the 
canal useless. 
How many millions of man and ship hours were 
saved by the Panama canal in World W ar II. 
when often even minutes were precious, will 
probably never be calculated 
Tile total cost of the canal when it was opened 
in 1614 was only $380,000,000 By 1921, when the 
canal was fully completed in ail respects, the 
cost was only $525,000,000, 
There are three sets of double locks in the 
v.aterw ay: At Catlin, where three double locks raise Pacific bound 
ships bb feet above sea level to Gatun lake; Pedro Miguel, where 
one double lock lowers vessels to 55 feet above sea level into Mira- 
flores lake and the two double locks at Mira Aures where sea level 
is again reached.

The double locks furnish a two-way passage through the canal a t 
all times. Each lock is 110 feet wide. To allow ship# with wider 
width than this to go through, a third set of locks was planned. 
These new locks were to be 140 feet wide. Work on these new locks 
was actually begun in 1940. but suspended by the war. 
These plans for the construction of this third set of locks are now 
being reviewed in the light of war experience. A study is underway 
to determine whether changes in design will be necssary. 
The third locks project was originally authorized by Congress In 
August. 1936, for purposes of national defense and in anticipation of 
the great expansion of commercial traffic through the canal. 
Actual work was begun on July I. 1940, but with the outbreak 
of the war and the subsequent shortage of critical materials, the 
project wa* greatly modified in 1942. Work was continued on a 
limited scale, however, throughout the war, and a large part of th# 
dredging and excavating operations have been completed. 
About 75 million dollars has been expended to date on all opera­ 
tions of the project. 
Estimated length of the third locks project and approach chan­ 
nels were to be IO miles, and the locks were to be large enough to 
accommodate vessels whose size now prohibits their use of the canal. 
The new locks were to be located some distance from the present 
ones, and were expected to be placed in operation approximately 
three years from the time full-scale construction was resumed. 
But the atom bomb has changed the picture. The war depart­ 
ment. whirh controls the defense of the canal, is strongly consider­ 
ing converting the present canal into a rea-level waterway. 
The Navy is favoring another plan, which would eliminate the 
Pedro Miguel locks joining Miraflores lake with Gatun lake by an 
locks. 
The war department, and the office of the Panama 
canal, whi h functions under the authority of Presi­ 
dent Truman, are reported to be so much In favor 
of the sea-level plan that engineers are being re­ 
open channel, but retaining the two other sets of 
cm I ted to do preliminary work on the project.

The rise in the com ceiling prices 
will not benefit som e Ohio farm ers 
if they plant corn to their poorly 
fertilized fields, H. L. 
Gartner, 
head of the feed and seed depart­ 
ment of the Farm Bureau Cooper­ 
ative Association, Columbus, w arn­ 
ed today. He said that fields light 
in nitrogen and organic m atter w ill 
pay better dividends if seeded to 
soybeans. 
Farm ers w ill do well to apply 
available fertilizer for com on le­ 
gume sods or other soils which are 
in favorable condition for corn pro­ 
duction, using less favorable fields 
for bean*, he said. If continued w et 
weather 
delays 
com 
planting 
furtly»r, 
soybeans will not only 
make better paying yields on soils 
short in nitrogen but w ill also m a­ 
ture much better than late planted 
com . 
Fat* and protein concen­ 
trates are critically needed and 
both are supplied by the soybean 
crop.
